Thieu will face more than token 
opposition.

Year after year the Rev. Frank Guyatt 
of Dublin, brings us an exciting travel­ 
ogue of places he has been and people he 
has met. This summer Ms travels took 
him to the Galapagos Islands, and, to 
judge from his letter, it is one of his fa­ 
vorite trips. 
The Galapagos Islands are a national 
park of Ecuador, and no hunting is al­ 
lowed on the Islands. He was charmed by 
the quiet and peace and complete tran­ 
quility to be found there. 
He found the Islands possibly the only 
place in the world where there is com­ 
plete 
tranquility, 
and 
where 
birds, 
iguanas, and sea lions live with no fear of 
man. 
Each of the ten islands visited he* a 
different character. The Hood Island nas 
the “blowhole.” On Daphney Island, the 
sea lions were photographed sunning 
themselves on the beach. On Tower Is­ 
land, the rare frigates with red pouches 
were nesting, and the Plaza Island had 
the land iguanas and the bachelor seal 
colony. Each island had a special charm. 
With movie and still cameras, film, 
and tripods, the Rev. Guyatt went well 
equipped to take a complete film story of 
the wildlife there. 
He was a passenger on the Lina-*A, a 
60-passenger cruise ship which makes a 
circuit of the Islands once a week. The 
passengers aboard were international, 
and all were impressed with life on the 
Islands. The quiet was such that “only 
your footsteps can be heard.” 
Since man does not live on the Islands, 
there is no sopMsticated way to enter and 
leave the Islands. The dhip anchors, takes 
the passenger by small boat to near 
shore, the passengers jump out in the 
surf on a “wet landing.” To the Rev. 
Guyatt, with heavy camera equipment, 
this could have presented a problem, but 
the tour guide solved it by having one 
of the ship's crew handle the camera 
equipment . . . and on one occasion, 
bodily lift the Rev. Guyatt from boat to 
shore. 
The Rev. Guyatt, in an interview with 
Betty Giboney of the New Castle Courier- 
Times, told of an unusual experience on 
the James Island. As they went ashore, 
they saw a colony of flamingoes. One of 
the birds was fluffed down in a heap on 
the shore with a leg stretched out. Walter 
Cruz, a guide, approached the bird and 
discovered that the leg was broken. 
A first aid team was quickly set up 
among the passengers, each trying to do 
something. One of the passengers, a zo­ 
ologist, took off his shirt and began tear­ 
ing strips from his shirttail. The guide 
got a stick to use as a splint. A physician 
aboard the cruise ship set the leg and ap­ 
plied the splint. 
The guide carried the bird to a lagoon 
• on the island, where there was fresh 
water and plant food. 
The bird began feeding on the growth 
at the bottom of the lagoon and drink­ 
ing the water. Several of the flamingoes 
flew down and walked around the shore. 
The Rev, Guyatt always one to take ad­ 
vantage of such a rare photographic op­ 
portunity, took color movies and record­ 
ed their movements at close range. This 
should make an unforgettable addition 
to his film story of the Islands. 
The Plaza Island was probably his fa­ 
vorite. The land iguanas inhabit this Is­ 
land, and are fascinating to watch.

The Greeks believed 
long ago in the survival of the individual 
soul after death, but their mythology 
represents the after-life as a cold, shad­ 
owy existence, devoid of cheer and pro­ 
gress, Socrates, the most original thinker 
of his age, after his death sentence, said 
to his judges: “Now it is time to go, I to 
die, and you to live; but which of us to a 
better thing is unknown to all but God.” 
Despite his belief in immortality, the 
wise one remained unsure whether this 
life or the next one is the better. 
But into the darkness of a despairing 
world came Jesus Christ. His light shone 
into the hearts and minds of men until a 
new hope was bom for man's future. “He 
that heareth my word, and believeth on 
him that sent me, hath everlasting life, 
and shall not pass into condemnation; 
but is passed 
from death to life” 
promised Jesus.

"If we get a bill passed by 
Oct. 1 we can start inducting 
men by Oct. 15,” Tarr said. 
"But there’s no way of pre­ 
dicting numbers—I have no idea 
how many will be called.”

SYDNEY (P) - When the 
Queen Victoria Markets Build­ 
ing was opened July 21, 1898, it 
was Sydney’s wonder of the dec­ 
ade, if not the century. 
Mayor of Sydney Alderman 
Matthew Harris 
said 
at the 
opening: “We can lay claim to 
solid and durable work, work 
that will live with the centuries 
and stand as landmarks in his­ 
tory, speaking to people yet un­ 
born of our commercial, social 
and material existence. It may 
be 'truly said that we have here 
built for the future as well as 
the present.” 
This is the building that has 
just avoided by the tips of its 
turrets from being pulled down 
to make a civic square. 
In 1898 the building, on the 
word of the chroniclers of the 
day, 
had 
a 
basement 
“ big 
enough 
to 
lay 
two 
football 
grounds end to end,” a ground 
floor 'with a tes sel a ted pave­ 
ment 200 yards long with 58 
shops and a “coffee palace;” a 
first floor with 17 large rooms; 
a second floor with 12 rooms; a 
third floor with a photographic 
gallery, showrooms and dress­ 
ing rooms; and atop this the 
largest copper dome “ south of 
the line” (equator) and a score 
of smeller copper turrets. 
Today it’s the Queen Victoria 
Building—no longer 
used 
for 
markets and 
warehousing 
as 
first intended. For many years 
the city fathers have been won­ 
dering what to do with this 
piece of Sydney City Council 
property. 
In 1971 there are rats and a 
few parked autos in the dank 
and smelly basement; a mass of 
untidy shops and tea and coffee 
cafes on 'the ground floor, with, 
the tesselated pavement hidden 
under all manner of floor cover­ 
ings; the city public library on 
part of the first floor; the city 
Health Department on the sec­ 
ond; a lot of rubbish and empty 


rooms on the third; and that 
great copper dome, 82 feet in di­ 
ameter, is a storeroom. It’s on a 
valuable chunk of real estate, 
probably worth $26.9 million to 
developers. 
But there has never been in 
recent 
years 
any 
suggestion 
that it be sold for office build­ 
ings—only that it, or part of it, 
be restored, or that It 'be bull­ 
dozed and the area turned into a 
civic center. 
Now the plan is to restore the 
old building to its former glory, 
and the cost is estimated at 
$4,480,000 against the original 
construct Ion cost of $565,000. 
When the job is finished the 
idea is to have an open gallery 
on the ground floor, and else­ 
where a small theater, facilities 
for exhibitions, specialty shops, 
child minding and information 
centers and low rental accom­ 
modation for community organi­ 
zations.

15-Mile Section Of U.S. 52 
Proposed As Future Superhigh 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) — Indi­ 
ana should give first priority to 
building 827 miles of intra- state 
expressways, costing $1 million 
a mile, five motor clubs propos­ 
ed Wednesday. 
The clubs, affiliates of the 
American Automobile Associa­ 
tion, said the interstate highway 
program is almost completed 
and states may receive more 
federal funds for their own con­ 
struction programs. 
The clubs cited as the most 
dangerous old highway which 
should be replaced U.S. 30 from 
Fort Wayne to the Ohio line, 
which has a record of 10.1 fatal­ 
ities per million vehicle miles. 
Matthew C. Sielski, Chicago 
Motor Club traffic safety engi­ 
neering vice president, told a 
news conference the clubs pro­ 
posals do not ask any new taxes 
for highway construction. He 
noted that 55 per cent of the 
revenue from a two-cent in­ 
crease in the state gasoline tax 
two years ago was earmarked 
for state road building. 
Robert H. Harrell, director of 
the State Highway Commission, 
attended the conference and re­ 
ported the tax has produced $55 
million for highway construc­ 
tion. 
“We have $87 million under 
contract so you can see we are 
using it,” Harrell said. 
He said part, of the clubs’ 
program already is being built, 
especially sections of U.S. 31 
and 41. 
Harrell noted that the depart­ 
ment has worked with motor 
clubs in spotting present routes 
with excessive travel and high 
accident rates.

BLOOMINGTON, Ind. (AP)— 
A rosy picture of Indiana's eco­ 
nomic posture for the next 20 
years is painted by economists 
at Indiana University.

population growth, said it will 
grow about 27 per cent by 1990. 
This is 1.2 per cent a year, the 
average forecast for the nation, 
he said,

The report urged, “Less effort 
should be spent on trying to pro­ 
mote industrial development for 
the smaller and for the largest 
communities.

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. 
B52 
bombers flew nearly 20 more 
strikes just below the demilita­ 
rized zone today, and South 
Vietnamese 
infantrymen 
re­ 
ported 
finding 
bodies 
of 
76 
North 
Vietnamese 
killed 
by 
earlier B52 raids. 
Despite the heavy raid* along 
the northern frontier, the South 
Vietnamese Command reported 
three more North Vietnamese 
rocket and mortar attacks on 
forward bases below the DMZ 
and two other shellings in the 
northern provinces. But a mili­ 
tary spokesman, Lt. Col. Le 
Trung Hien, said there were no 
casualties. 
Hien said a company from 


the South Vietnamese 1st In­ 
fantry Division found bodies of 
76 North Vietnamese soldiers 
about 15 miles south of the 
DMZ in an area where B52 
bombers hit earlier. He said 
the infantrymen also found nine 
machine 
guns, 
four 
rocket 
launchers and 10 assault rifles.
